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The Madoc Company, No. 4, of the 49th 


_| Battalion, Hasting Rifles, arrived home on 
Saturday evening last, after spending twelve 


days under canvas in the military camp at 
Gananoque. As they marched down from 
the station the men looked as brown and 
bronzed as though they had been serving a 
shortcampaign in Egypt. They were all 
feeling well, however, and report having had 
& pleasant and enjoyable trip. The Company 
n n was full strength, 45 officers and 
men, vis :—Captain J. R. Orr, Lieutenants 
R. Phillips and J. W. Blair; the non- 
commissioned officers being Sergeants L. 
Phillipa, W. Cross, and C. Ashton; Corporals 
O. Pitts, W. Wright and J. Jackson. In 
addition to this, on the Battalion staff was 
Captain W. 8. Volume, as Quartermaster, 
and John Harper as Q. M. Sergeant. Three 
others who were too late to get on the roll of 
No. 4, also went down and were attached to 
other companies, so that in all 50 men from 
Madoo were in Camp. This is good evidence 
of the popularity of the service around Madoc. 

In shooting this year No. 4 again led the 
Battalion, and more than averaged the whole 
Brigade. Out ofa possible 80, Lieut. Phillips 
scored 66, and Private W. Chambers led the 
men with 56, the next best scores being 
Sergt Phillips, 54; Pte Keene, 53; Corp 
Pitta, 52 ; and Pte Laird, 49. 

During Camp the officers arranged with 
steamers and gave the members of No. 4 two 
pleasant evening excursions on the St. 
Lawrence, once over to Clayton, N. V., and 
ayain down among the Thousand Islands to 
Alexandria Bay, N. N. Both trips were 
largely attended, were accompanied by the 
regimental band, and were greatly enjoyed. 
It was the first time that many of the Madoc 
boys had ever put foot on American soil, and 
they enjoyed it accordingly. No. 4 was the 
only Company in Camp thet took this means 
of enjoying themselves. On each occasion 
the boys had the pleasure of Lt.-Col. 
Boulter‘s, presence as senior officer, aa well 
aa many other officers of the Battalion. 

The brigade camp was composed of 2,300 
men, nearly 400 horses, and 18 field battery 
guns. It was one of the most orderly and best 
conducted military camps ever held in the 
district, notwithstanding the untruthful and 
injurious reports circulated about the men, 
and the people of Gananoque will make a 
strong effort to have the camp permanently 
established there for the future.

The shareholders received 6 per 
cent. interest on their investments, and 
$5,000 were carried to the Rest account, 
bringing it up to $15.000, Under ordinary 
circumetanees the bank's earnings would 
have been larger, but its power in this direc- 
tion, the directors tell us, was impaired by 
the disturbed state of financial matters which 
made it necessary to keep larger cash reserves 
and more money on call, or available at short 
notice, than under ordinary circumstances 
would have been required. The year’s figures 
show little change from those of a year ago. 
Deposits bearing interest show a slight con- 
traction, but non-bearing ones exhibit an 
expansion. Liabilities to the public are 
$1,419,027 against $1,385,538 a year ago, an 
increase of $23,489 ; and assets are 81,954, 
710, against $1,910,659, an increase of $44,- 
O51. A statement such as this brings out 
prominently the excellent administrative 
ability the exercise of which was required to 
secure such a showing. Mr. H. 8. Strathy 
has had an opportunity to win new laurels 
and he has taken advantage of it. The 
directors are fortunate in their general 
manager and are justified in “looking forward 
with confidence to steady growth in the 
business of the bank which its conservative 
management cannot fail to command. The 
re-election of the board proves that the in- 
dividual members enjoy the confidence of the 
shareholders, and the re-elections of Mr. 
Alexander Manning as president, and Mr. 
William Bell, of Guelph, as vice-president, 
testify to the appreciation which is given to 
their seryices and abilities.

Whereas it is provided by and under the 
provisions of the Municipal Act that Muni- 
cipal Councils may pass By-laws for payment 
of such debts on the ratable property of the 
Municipality forany purpose within the 
jurisdiction of the Council, 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of the Village of Madoo has 
resolved and determined to raise by way of 
loan the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars, tor 
the purpose of purchasing grounds and erect- 
ing thereon’ buildings suitable for High 
School purposes. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount to be 
raised annually by special rate for paying the 
debt and interest is Six Hundred and Ten 
Dollars. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the Municipality of the 
Village of Madoc, according to the last re- 
vised Assessment Roll, is Two Hundred and 
Eleven Thousand Three Hundred and 
Twenty-Six Dollars ($211,326). 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing 
debt of the Municipality is Thirteen Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Fifty Dollars, on account 
of principal and interest, and no portion of 
the principal or interest 18 in arrears. 

AND WHEREAS an annual special rate of 
64 mills on the dollar is required to be 
levied for paying the instalments of principal 
and interest as they respectively become due. 

THEREWORE be it enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Village of Madoc, 

Tnar the/sum of Eight Thousand Dollars 
shall be raised by way of loan from any per- 
son or persons who may be willing to advance 
the sum for the purposes herein before re- 
cited, such sum to be paid by twenty equal 
annual instalments of Four Hundred Dollars 
each, with interest at the rate of five per 
cent. per annum. 

That for the purposes aforesaid, and for 
securing the aum of money and interest, the 
Reeve of this Municipality is hereby anthor- 
ized, for and on behalf of this Corporation, to 
issue or cause to be issued one or more de- 
benture or debentures in sums of not less 
than Four Hundred Dollars each, and such 
debenture or debentures shall be signed by 
the Reeve and countersigned by the Treasurer 
thitreof. 

THAT THE sam debenture or debentures 
shall be payable in twenty years from the 
day hereinafter mentioned for this By-law to 
take effect upon presentation at the office of 
the Treasurer of the Village of Madoc, and 
shall have coupons attached to them for pay- 
ment of interest yearly on the first days of 
January in each year until the principal sam 
shall be fully paid.

WHEREAS it is provided by and under the 
provisions of the Municipal Act that Mani- 
cipal Councils may pass By-laws for payment 
of such debts on the ratable property of the 
Municipality forany purpose within the 
jurisdiction of the Council, 

AND witereas the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of the Village of Madoc has 
resolved and determined to raise by way of 
loan the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars, for 
the purpose of purchasing grounds and erect- 
ing thereon; buildings suitable for High 
School purposes. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount to be 
raised annually, by special rate for paying the 
debt and interest is Six Hundred and Ten 
Dollars. 


ARD WHEREAS the amount of the whole | 


rateable property of the Municipality of the 


Village of Madoc, according to the last re- 


vised Assessment Roll, is Two Hundred and 
Eleven Thousand Three Hundred and 
Twenty-Six Dollars ($211,326). 

AND wunnzas the amount of the existing 
debt of the Municipality is Thirteen-Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Fifty Dollars, on account 
of principal and interest, and no portion of 
the principal or interest 18 in arrears. 

AND WHEREAS an annual special rate of 
61 mills on the dollar is required to be 
levied for paying the instalments of principal 
and interest as they respectively become due.

surance includes handsome profits on the 
money paid to the company, the church 
eventually becomes free from debt with a 
considerable bank acconnt to ite credit 
besides. The principle involved ix well 
worthy of the serious’ consideration of many 
of our county congregations, who at present 
find it almost impossible to pay off their 
church debts. Fother Davis is trying to 
effect a scheme even still more favorable than 
this, and if ho succeeds with the company 
we shall lay it before our readers.

has been subscribed by citizens of Phila- 
delphia. Among the members of the

sonian Institution, | While describing the 
nature of the expedition to a reporter before 
leaving Dr. Poters said : 

„ Babylonia is the general name for the 
whole region around the city of Babylon. 
It is a vast plain dotted with mounds, which 
indicate the burial place of ancient cities. 
The mound over the city of Babylonis about 
ten miles t quatre; that over Erach ten square 
miles. Other mounds are very small, and 
cover probably only single palaces, Just 
where we hall excavate, how long we shall 
stay, and what we shall do with the inscrip- 
tions or relica discovered, all depends on 
the result of negotiations now ing with 
the Turkish Government. e shall all 
meet at A a four-day ride on horse- 
back six weeks through the mountains with 
& caravan to Wo goarmed, not 
so much on ‘account of the 8 which 
are not so numerous as formerly, as to pro- 
teot ourselves from wild beasts. Nights we 
shall go into camp. I have ord 1,000 
cana of fruits and meats for the journey, so as 
to break the native fare upon the party gra- 
dually. If we workin the sheep-raisin 
section we can get plenty of mutton; other- 
wise wo must live on goat flesh and goat 
milk. Wheat, I am glad to say, growa wild 
there, so that we n not want for some- 
thing like bread, The Arabs, who will do 
the excavating proper, will be ten or 
twenty cents aday. Their work is corres- 

ly bad. If we make large exoava- 
tions we shall employ two, three, or four, 
hundred. The picks and shovels we take 
with us. As an experiment 1 have also 
ordered six wheelbarrows, though the na- 
tives always work with \ baskets. may 
have the ce of the man who first 
tried to use wheelbarrows in Brazil, where 
the natives put them on their heads and 
then piled the things on top of them. We 
have made all ta tor one year's 
work though pases oma on our suc- 
dens and the disposition of the Turkish

I stood at a window 
on Luisen Strasse watching the boys and men 
running up the centre of the street with the 
latest reports, stopping here and there to be 
surrounded with crowds—both sexes, old and 
young, who frantically held out their ten. 
pfennige pieces fora sheet. The different 
telegraph agencies, the papers, and the gov- 
ernment authorities, were all issuing reports, 
and have been, until to-day, when the 
funeral is over, most of the foreign celebrites 
gone, and all is again comparatiyely quiet. 
On Friday, the expressions of grief in these 
bulletins during the first hour were not very 
voluminons, but were singularly expressive 
and beautiful. For example: “He hed not 
wielded the sceptre long, but we had learned 
to love him before the crown had been placed 
upon his head.

You know pretty well wherein consist the 
pleasures of Berlin. To the Berliner, it 
evidently means music and beer. To the 
most extensive and most popular resort in 
Berlin, Dr. Wood, Dr. Sternbeck, and my- 
self went one evening. Of course it was a 
garden, bat unlike most of the beer. dena, 
it is more of a park, Generally in ihe heart 
of the city, you pass through a restaurant or 
large entrance in buildings, to find an ex- 
tremely artificial „garden at the back, with 
trees in tubs, and the view obstructed by 
tall blocks which rise several stories high on 
all sides. But the Ausstallings Park is a de. 
lightfal bona fide garden, with winding walks, 
lakes, grottos, etc., and its principal feature 
is the good music—the best summer music in 
Berlin. Tables and chairs are all over, 
among the trees, hy the concert hall, every- 
where, and at eight or nine o’clock on any 
night the scene is a very animated one. On 
the night I was there we managed to get a 
very good table, where we got a good view of 
all that was going on. Sternbeck gave usa 
lesson on militaty uniforms with practical 
illustrations in the shape of officers who 
passed, and while we were talking once he 
pointed out Professor Virchow, who, by the 
way, isa very pleasant looking old man, but 
who differs in no wise from ordinary in · 
dividuals apparently. ‘The Ausstallings Park, 
as I said, is the best of all resorts, but another 
is the Griinewald, an immense forest on 
Havel See, beyond Charlottenburg. I sup- 
pose it is five miles from the city, yet it is a 
resort, as the Stadt Bahn (a railway some- 
thing like the New York elevated railway) 
makes it within the limit of all pockets. To 
the Grijnewald for five cents, and the first 
impression is obtained of natural scenery. 
The wood is many hundreds of acres 1 i 
composed nearly altogether of great atk pine 
trees, which down in the Blacor and 
Thuringian Forests may be greater, and more 
worthy of the abodes of fairies, but they are 
pleasant enough here. There are restaurants 
on the borders of the wood, and from them: 
one can look off into it—growing darker as 
the trees are thicker and larger. The nearest 
approach to fairies I saw were many small 
mites, whose ladies-in-waiting were women, 
and whose chariots in the back ground were 

rambulators. Of course I have seen but 

ittle of the place yet, for I went only for a 
Sunday afternoon, with my landlady’s son 
end daughter. Iwill write about it again. 
l spoke of the Stadt-Bahn, which is (and 1 
am going to give you a few statistics) an 
elevated railway seven miles long, and was 
built to connect the suburbs with the city, as 
well an to relieve the street traflic. Five 
miles area viaduct of solid masonry ; there is 
one mile of ironwork, i. e. sixty-six bridges, 
and the other mile is grading. It crosses the 
street within sight of my window. 

Thave taken some queer walks around 
Berlin, in all directions. One morning 1 
started quite early for a quarter of Berlin 
which I knew nothing of, in the north. It 
was a poorer quarter, resembling that of any 
city, and there was only one thing which in- 
terested me in that walk. In down a 
street there branched off at right angle from 
it a lane, narrow and ancient ing, bat it 
looked so cool that I thonght I d foliow 
it. The funniest old church, and cemetery, 
were at the end of it, and inside the tall iron 
E wus the fanniest sold inhabitant I 

ve yet met. He seemed to be an insepar - 
able part of the old rnin. He seemed the 
right man in the right place, and he harmon - 
ized with the rusty tablets, the crumbling 
stone work, and the moss-covered stones. It 
was the Church of St. Sophia (Lutheran), and 
I received its hi from the old sexton, 
who seemed quite inclined to chat. The whole 
place was so still and cool and green that it 
was all the more beautiful, and I am going 
there again some day soon. I am sure we 
shall become friends—the sexton and I, 
for he passes his days in an ont of the way 
place, seeing no foreigners, and 1 think my 
fore and aft cap captured him. Tam going 
there to church also, notwi the fact 
that the vaults are situated under the church. 
Outside, on the walls are iron tablets—in 
memoriam—with the letters almost altogether 
eaten away by the rust. We were just in
